May 6.—Another horrible 
catastrophe occurred in Brookly n Tuesday 
morning. 
A great building, used for manu­ 
fa cturing purposes, and literally swarming 
with human beings, was totally destroy ed 
by fire. 
At least three persons were burned 
to death and many more seriously , some 
fa ta lly , injured. 
The wonder is tha t so 
many escaped from the death-trap with 
their lives. 
The cause of the disaster was 
the sudden giving way of two jack-screws 
that were holding up one of the wall-) of a 
part of the building that wa» being repaired. 
The breaking of the jacks caused the wall to 
sag, and, before it could be shoved up. it fell 
with a mighty crash, bringing down an en­ 
tire wing of the building. 
In a few seconds 
flames leaped up from the ruins and commu­ 
nicated to the whole of the va st structure, 
which occupied an entire block, bounded by 
Sta te and Hicks streets, Atla ntic avenue and 
Columbia place. 
The 
floors 
above, the 
place when 
the jack-screws were being 
used, were occupied by half a dozen manu­ 
facturers. 
G. A. 
Young, 
paint 
m >u 
facturer, occupied half of the ground floor. 
On the floor above Was one shop occupieu 
by W illiam Durst, metal 6pinner. 
The sh' 
of Why land, Thurber & Co., manufacture, 
of sand soap, was above it, together with C. 
W. Butler, tin 
manufacturer, 
who has 
another place a t 110 
Chambers 
street, 
and Benjamin Moore, calciminer, 
occu­ 
pied the fourth floor. 
The top floor was the 
curtain-pin shop of H8 nry L. J udd. 
There 
was fire in tli. furnaces of the tinware sbopt^ 
in which the men heated the soldering-irons. 
"In th$ ‘soap factory there were some srtiol- 
dering fires. 
It is thought that vhen the 
floors fell tha t either the furnaces of the tin- 
shop, or the fire in the soap factory set fire 
to the building. 
There was a button factory in the fifth 
story of the middle extension. Y lo H ines 
the proprietor, four men, an « wenty -five 
girls began work there 
shortly 
after 7 
o'clock. 
The many pulley s and wheels were 
buzzing, and the lathes and button-stamps 
were going briskly . 
At • o’clock one of the 
girls saw the shafting above her tremble. 
She called a companion's attention to it, but 
tha t was a ll ' A moment later the building 
shook and the 
machinery clanked 
and 
rattled. 
A great cloud of white dust came 
up from the area below and rushed in 
through the open window. 
J oe Phillips, the 
foreman, coughed and pulled down the win­ 
dow near him. 
The girls were frightened 
and stopped 
work. 
“ Keep y our presses, 
girls,”

Phillips 
was

window.

An­ 
other great cloud of dust arose, and then 
came flame and smoke. 
The door leading 
from the elevator violently burst open, and 
smoke poured in among the girls. 
"The building is on fire,” Phillips said, 
quietly . 
The girls screamed and rushed to­ 
ward the door, but the foreman was there be­ 
fore them. 
“ You can’t a il get down that 
way alive,” he said,

by the other girls, they were carried <>v r 
the roofs of the other buildings until they 
reached 
the tenements in

through which they gained the street. Sarah 
Morris di i not go with the others. 
She was 
frightened, aud jumped from a win low into 
the arms of some men. She wus not injur id. 
By this timi* all tho buildings had caught 
fire and a sea of flame was roaring sky war 1. 
Three men climbed up from lie coal-hole of 
the western extension, tho 
flo o rs f which 
had fallen with the outer w a ll

Ttuck smoke followed them. 
Some stood 
still, as if dazed, anil *ome hurried away . 
Five minutes later tongues of red and y el­ 
low flame licked up the woodwork of the 
doorway s through which the girls and men 
a n l boy s had come, and then ran up the 
building's front to join the greater Are, 
which had blazed through the roof. 
It was not until fifteen minutes after the 
girls in the button factory had seen the ma­ 
chinery shake tha t the firemen got to work. 
It seemed useless to attempt to save the old 
glass-house. 
Tons and tons of water were 
thrown on it, but the flames crackled on 
just the same. 
Lines’ of hose were run 
through the stores beneath tb* 


tenements and through the passage at 55. 
The tenements were drenched and saved 
from destruction by the fire. 
The walls of 
the old glass-house were old and weak, and 
a t 10 o'clock they 1 egau to give way . 
On 
State street the firemen who were just be­ 
neath the front wall saw it writhe and begin 
to totter. 
They scampered from it, drag­ 
ging 
their 
hose 
along 
with 
them. 
W ith a roar like 
the discharge of a 
battery half of 
the front fell 
forward, 
and covered 
with 
bricks the sidewalk 
beneath and the roadway and the gutter op- 
j posite. 
The firemen narrowly escaped being 
buried. 
Then came a second and third 
rumble as two of the partition walls felL 
The most of the extension walls had falle n 
before. 
A t the scene of the disaster all is confusion. 
The ruins are still smouldering and the 
work of searching for the bodies is carried 
on with much difficulty ; crowds of people 
have gathered in the vicinity of the burned 
buildings 
watching the progress of the 
searching party .

Detective Daly arrested Frank W. Miller, 
a house mover, residing a t 9 9 8 Bergen street, 
on complaint of Coroner Menninger, for 
criminal carelessness in improperly shoring 
the girders and posts in the house 55 Atlantic 
street, thereby causing the walls to fall, and 
setting fire to the building aud causing many 
deaths.

NO FURTHER OUTBREAK AT LEMONT, 


IL L IN O IS . 


The Strikeis H itter A ga inst the Troops— 
Korn an C a tholic P riests Ir gin g th e 
Men 
to Go 
to 
W ork—The 
In ­ 
q u est—O glesby ’s Intentions. 


Lemont, Ills., May 6 .—There was no re­ 
newal of disorder among the striking quarry - 
men, Tuesday , but it is difficult to foretell 
what the next few da y s will bring forth. 
Unquestionably three-quarters of the strikers 
are anxious to return to work, but they are 
deterred by the rest 
These few preserved 
almost a sullen silence Tuesday , and there was 
but little excitem ent 
The men occasion­ 
a lly muttered threats when they saw the 
soldiers, and manifested a revengeful spirit 
The entire city appeared to be very bitter 
against the military , 
and 
some of tho 
quarry owners, particularly H. M. Binger. 
Threats were freely made of burning bis 
property and hanging him. 
Threats of 
hanging were also made against CoL Ben­ 
nett and Lieut St. Clair, Deputy Sheriff 
Fotter and A n jt Gen. Vance. 
Capk 
Bell, 
of Springfield, and 
Capt. 
Smith, of Bloomington, went to the city at 
10:39 « ’clock to send dispatches and arrange 
for supplies for the camp, and ali the way 
down they were beset by the crowds of men 
on the street-« , who jeered a t them first, and 
finally threatened them in a most unpleasant 
manner. 
“ Shoot the — — — !” 
“ Hang 
them !” 
“ Throw them in the canal 1” 
“ Rock 
them!” 
“ Knock 
them 
down!” 
“ We’U 
give it to y ou!” and similar expressions 
were freely indulged in, but the officers paid 
not the slightest a ttention to them. 
At the 
pe8 toflice they were hemmed in by an im­ 
mense crowd, and it looked os though they 
were not going to be allowed to depart with­ 
out serious trouble. 
The besieged military 
men, however, a fter transacting their busi­ 
ness, boldly made for the door, pushed their 
way through, and proceeded to the telegraph 
office, sent their dispatches, and returned ta 
camp without a scratch. 
The coroner has begun (investigation into 
the deaths of the three men who lost their 
lives. 
He sent a subpoena to the camp for 
CoL Bennett, but tha t officer paid no a tten­ 
tion to it, and said no one should leave camp 
to testify except on orders from the com­ 
mander. 
The coroner then telegraphed the 
governor, stating the case, and received the 
reply tha t the m ilitia probably could not 
la wfully compelled to testify . 
The strike is over. 
After the funeral of 
the two Poles who were killed, all the Polish 
quarry -laborers will resume work a t tbelr 
old wages. 
This peaceful termination of the 
labor troubles of J oliet and lem on t was 
brought about by the zealous work of two 
priests among the infuriated mob. 
Since 
an early hour Tuesday morning the Rev. 
Dr. McGovern, of Lockport, and the vener­ 
able Father Mosezejy emba, rector of the 
Polish church of this city , have been among 
the Polish strikers advising them to go to 
work, and, although they were obstinate at 
first, they finally pledged themselves almost 
unanimously 
to 
do 
so. 
Wherever a 
knot 
of 
the 
strikers 
were assembled 
on the street corners 
the 
priests ap­ 
proached 
them 
and 
begged 
them 
not 
to take further part in any demonstration, 
and to go peaceably to work. 
In the ma­ 
jority of instances the men wero only too 
anxious to go to work, as they are suffering 
for the necessities of life, but were alarmed 
on account of the threatening attitude of 
the Swedish laborers, who, although in tho 
minority , wield a great influence. 
They 
said, however, 
that if the sheriff would 
guarantee them protection they would go to 
work. 
Springfield , May 6.—In an interview 
Tuesday Governor Oglesby said the militia 
would remain in Cook and Will counties for 
the present and assist in executing the law; 
tha t the militia would be sustained in aid­ 
ing the officers of those counties in preserv­ 
ing the peace and dispersing ull riotous 
demonstrations 
against 
law, 
without 
regard to tho 
merits 
of

trouble 
between the strikers and the quarry -owners; 
that tho rights of poaceubio citizens shall 
be protected, allowing no personal feelings, 
sy mpathies, or prejudice to interfere.

governor further stated that ho felt it his 
duty to the Illinois National guard, now in 
service in those counties, for their prudent 
and courageous conduct, to say that at tho 
proper time their services would bo more 
fittingly acknowledged.

He had been in a critical condi­ 
tion for the past two weeks. 
Gen. Irvin McDowell was born in Franklin 
county , Ohio, Oct. 15, 18 18 . 
He attended 
for some time a military school in France, 
graduated at West Point in 18 38 , and from 
18 41 to 18 45 was employ ed there in various 
capacities. 
In the Mexican war he was 
breveted captain for his conduct at the ba t­ 
tle 
of 
Buena 
Vista, 
aud 
was 
sub­ 
sequently 
adjutant 
general in 
Wool’s 
division 
of 
the 
army of 
occupation. 
From 
18 48 
to 
18 58 he 
was 
assistant 
adjutant general in various departments, 
and resumed his duties after a y oar’s leavo 
of absence in Europe. At the opening of the 
civil war he was stationed in W ashington, 
engaged in organizing troops there. 
He was 
appointed brigadier general of tho United 
States army May 14, 18 61, and was placed 
in command of the department of northeast 
Virginia, and on May 27 of the Army of the 
Potomac. He commanded at the battle of Bull 
Run, J uly 21, where h« was badly defeated, 
and subsequently hod charge of the defenses 
of Washington until Marcu 14, 18 62, when 
ho was made major general of volunteers 
and placed in command of a corps in the 
Army of tl» e Potomac. 
He was engaged in 
the operations in northern Virginia, took 
part in the pursuit of Gen. J ackson, and 
under Pope was present a t the second battle 
of Bull Run, Aug. 
29 and 30, 18 62. 
In 
18 63-4 be was president of the court for in­ 
vestiga ting cotton frauds and of the board 
for retiring disabled officers. 
From J uly , 
18 64, to J une, 18 05, he waa 1» command of 
the d e tr im e n t of the Pacific, and in the 
latter y ea r was breveted major general of 
the United Skates army . 
He was mustered 
out of tho volunteer service Sept. 1, 18 66.

MORE WONDERS.

Among the recent arrivals iif the e*ty ! 
from the north was Mr. G. L. Henderson, 
one of the sup erintendents of the Yellow­ 
stone National p ark, who has resided in the 
p ark since 1882. 
During that p eriod he has 
made many valuable researches and dis­ 
coveries. 
His investigations in that p ortion 
of the p ark lying in forks of the Firehole 
river south of Marshall’s hotel were es­ 
p ecially im p ortant The discoveries made 
in the p ark last year are considered of es­ 
p ecial value and importance, 
both from 
their extent and character. 
Mr. Henderson, 
rep lying to inquiries, said: 
"The whole of last November and the first 
half of December was so fine in the Geyser 
basin that a party, consisting of myself, 
Assistant Superintendent W. J . Weimer 
and George W. Marshall, were enabled to 
make the most thorough and careful search 
that had ever been made in that region of 
hot springs, spouting geysers and mud vol­ 
canoes. 
‘‘What the old guide books designate as 
the Lower Geyser Basin contained over a 
thousand objects of sp ecial interest, not over 
three of which have been named or even 
noticed, and at best the whole was condensed 
into a few lines or a single p aragrap h and 
for the reason that it was both a terra in­ 
cognita and innominata. 
“The Chemical Basin, of which there are 
three divisions, contains 
vast bowls or 
basins of decomp osed rock, p ulverized and 
in a liquid, jelly like form, of every shade 
and color, and so hot that it would be instant 
death, to any living thing which had the 
misfortune to slip down the oily walls intc 
■one of these seething abysses. 
“ The most remarkable of these boiling 
paint bowls I named Lindren’s Garden, in 
honor of Baron von Lindren. of Amsterdam, 
who during his visit to the National park 
last October was the first to observe and 
to 
sketch the marvelous floral forms that rise 
incessantly and bloom a brief moment anu 
then fade away, to be succeeded by a never 
ending and ever varying display of lilliss. 
roses, sunflowers. 
This kaleidoscopic floral 
morphology is created on the surface of a 
thick cream colored paint in a bowl thirty 
feet in diameter. 
Every flower form is well 
defined and is never repeated. No waste 
and no delay. 
*i “ This basin lies south of Chemical Basin 
and is even more wonderful, though In an­ 
other way. It contains over 300 miniature 
mountains, each of which sends out puffs of 
steam and several of them are active mud 
volcanoes. 
One of these opened at the top 
like the jaws of a bull-dog, and there were 
five successive eruptions of white lava sent 
up vertically about three feet, when the 
opening closed with a snap, after which the 
lava slowly trickled down the sides of the 
mountain and soon hardened into a crust 
like putty. 
Another one « lose by had an 
eruption, sending up at each discharge, a 
few seconds apart, small marble shaped 
balls, most of which fell back into the 
crater. 
“On the west bank of the Firehole river 
an active geyser sent up every fifteen or 
twenty minutes a volume of boiling water 
about ninety feet high. The crater to the 
dep th of thirty feet was Uned with a series 
of skull-liko knobs !ranged in rows as if a 
p hrenologist had been collecting a cabinet 
of craniums. 
There were skulls of every 
form and size, from that of an infant to a 
giant’s in size, and from that of an idiot to 
a Bacon’s in form. 
"Near th8 Skull Geyser and close by the 
river is a most singular boiling p ool contain­ 
ing a coarse black sand. 
From some inex- 
p licible cause this black sand rises like a 
huge bubble and falls back, leaving the 
water for an instant turbid, after which it 
becomes clear as crystal. 
Each succeeding 
globe becomes a larger until the seventh, 
which bursts with a rep ort like the crack of 
a whip . 
The looker-on instinctively makes 
a step backward until he becomes accus­ 
tomed to this p ugnacious manner of coming 
to a climax. 
This geyser suggosts its own 
name, the Concussion. 
“About two miles east of the road leading 
p ast the Fountain Geyrer to the Up p er 
Geyser basin is the largest lake of boiling 
water in the p ark or in the world. 
“Walp urgia lake is nearly two miles long 
by one in width at the widest p lace. 
The 
shores are lined with a black iavatic scoria 
dtnilar to that found at Vesuvius. 
There is 
•it the head of this lake a p owerful geyser 
•oi.tmually in action. The west side of the 
cone nearest the lake gleamed like alabaster 
through vast clouds of vap or that tilled the 
basin and floated away into the woods on 
.he northern shore. 
The east side was 
black as ebony. 
The boiling torrent swep t 
jver the marble front with a p eriodical dash 
ind roar that was deafening. 
It seemed as 
if a black demon were deluging an angel 
with a flood of iniquity, in sp ite of which it 
oeeame p urer and whiter. 
It was named 
Mep histop helas and Marguerite.” 
In -p *aking of the p op ularity of the p ark 
is a national p leasure resort, Mr. Henderson 
p redicted that the travelthis year and num­ 
ber of visitors would be more than double 
that of any p revious season.

which is fast developing itself in her nature. 
She is ushered into a bureau, where she is 
accosted by a clerk, who has a large registry 
book open before him, and he questions her 
on the date of the child’s birth and on her 
inability to support the infant, carefully 
writing down notes on all such 
p articu lars 
furnished him. 
Once satisfied as to the 
truth of the information supplied, he touches 
the button of an electric bell; one of the 
nurses makes her appearance, 
and 
ap­ 
proaches the mother with the object of re­ 
lieving her of her little burdea 
Then knowing* that the fatal moment of 
separation has at last approached, the ma­ 
ternal instinct finally breaks out once more; 
tears rain down from her eyes on the face of 
the child, whom she almost stifles with ca­ 
resses; she sobs and weeps and sometimes 
shrieks in her agony, as she disputes like a 
tigress the possession of her infant, until the 
clerk, hardened, of course, as such men are, 
by constant contact with human suffering, 
and well accustomed to such scenes, catches 
hold of her by the arm and says: 
“ What 
brought you here, then, if you did not want 
to part with your child!” 
Whereupon she 
abandons the little one to the nurse's arms, 
fiies out of the bureau precipitately and 
staggers into the street, with the wild, hag­ 
gard look of despair on her blanched fea­ 
tures and in her glazed and vacant eyes.

life in its 
troubled waters; or, discovering every social 
door barred to her, she sinks lower and 
lower in the abyss of vice, and dies an early 
death in one of the city hospitals.
